(New): A computer readable storage medium having recorded thereon a 



2 program for managing accounts receivable and accounts payable in a system, said system 

3 comprising a plurality of terminals each thereof being provided at each of transaction parties and 

4 a transaction intermediary imit coimected to the terminals, the transaction intermediary unit 

5 configured to perform intermediary services for transactions among the terminals, the program 

6 being executed by the transaction intermediary unit to perform actions comprising steps of: 

7 receiving ordering data, order-receiving data and delivering data from the 

8 respective terminals; 

9 preparing accounts receivable data and accounts payable data to the respective 

10 terminals, based on the data thus received from the terminals, and sending the data thus prepared 

11 to the respective terminals; and 

12 preparing payment management data and receipts management data to the 

13 respective terminals, based on the data thus received from the respective terminals, and sending 

14 the data thus prepared to the respective terminals. 
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
